AN ACT Relating to prioritizing existing funding for special safety
corridor projects; anending RCW 46.16.270; adding a new section to
chapter 46.68 RCW and declaring an energency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 46.16.270 and 2005 c 314 s 302 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

{({ Fhe—total—replacernent—platetee—shall—be deposttedinthe rnotor
vehtele—tune—) )

(1) Upon the |oss, defacenent, or destruction of one or both of the
vehicle license nunber plates issued for any vehicle where nore than
one plate was originally issued or where one or both have becone so
illegible or in such a condition as to be difficult to distinguish, or
upon the owner's option, the owner of +the vehicle shall make
application for new vehicle Iicense nunber plates upon a form furnished
by the director. The application shall be filed with the director or
the director's authorized agent, acconpanied by the certificate of
license registration of the vehicle and a fee in the anount of ten
doll ars per plate, whereupon the director, or the director's authorized
agent, shall issue new vehicle |icense nunber plates to the applicant.

It shall be acconpanied by a fee of two dollars for a new notorcycle
i cense nunber plate. In the event the director has issued |license
period tabs or a windshield enblem instead of vehicle |icense nunber
pl ates, and upon the |oss, defacenent, or destruction of the tabs or
w ndshield enblem application shall be made on a form provided by the
director and in the sane manner as above described, and shall be
acconpanied by a fee of one dollar for each pair of tabs or for each
wi ndshi el d enbl em whereupon the director shall issue to the applicant
a duplicate pair of tabs, year tabs, and when necessary nonth tabs or
a Wi ndshield enblemto replace those | ost, defaced, or destroyed. For
vehi cl es owned, rented, or |eased by the state of Washington or by any
county, city, town, school district, or other political subdivision of
the state of Washington or United States governnment, or owned or |eased
by the governing body of an Indian tribe as defined in RCW46.16. 020,
a fee shall be charged for replacenent of a vehicle |license nunber
plate only to the extent required by the provisions of RCW46.16. 020,
46. 16. 237, and 46. 01. 140. For vehicles owned, rented, or |eased by
foreign countries or international bodies to which the United States
government is a signatory by treaty, the paynent of any fee for the
replacenent of a vehicle |icense nunber plate shall not be required.

(2) The replacenent fee shall be deposited as follows:

(a) Seven dollars per vehicle license nunber plate in the notor
vehicle fund; and

(b) Three dollars per vehicle license nunber plate in the special
safety corridor account created in section 2 of this act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 46.68 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The special safety corridor account is created in the notor
vehicle fund. Al receipts fromthe fee inposed under RCW 46. 16. 270( 1)
for replacenent vehicle |license nunber plates, as distributed under RCW
46. 16. 270(2) (b), nust be deposited into the account. Moneys in the
account may be spent only after appropriation. Expenditures fromthe

account may be used for special safety corridor projects. Speci al
safety corridor projects are projects that may require bond financing
to conplete construction and safety inprovenents. The follow ng

criteria shall be used in determning which special safety corridor
projects have the highest priority:
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(a) Fatal accident experience;

(b) Historic underfunding of safety inprovenents;

(c) Ability to | everage additional nonstate revenue sources;

(d) Contribute to the econom c devel opnent of the corridor; and

(e) Provide additional capacity to nove people and goods safely.

(2) The following projects, listed in order of priority, are
eligible for special safety corridor account funding:

(a) State route nunber 2 beginning near the junction with state
route nunber 9 at mlepost 5 to the King county line at Stevens Pass
near m | epost 64;

(b) State route nunber 97 beginning at mlepost 0 to m | epost 63;
and

(c) State route nunmber 20 begi nning near Sedro Wholley at m | epost
64 to near Newport at m | epost 436.

Moneys deposited in the special safety corridor account nay be used
for paynment of debt service on bonds the proceeds of which are used to
finance special safety corridor projects under this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act is necessary for the immediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
